BRITISH REPORT DESCRIBES 
GREAT LOSSES OF GERMANS 


LONDON, Nov. 22.—Terrific losses in 
life among the German troops are de- 
scribed in the official statement regard- 
ing the operations in France and Bei- 
gium prepared by Col. E. D. Swinton 
and made public tonight. 

In one charge against the position held 
by the British near Ypres the Germans 
are said to have left 1,200 dead on a 
frontage of only 500 yards. It is reported 
that one regiment of the Third Genman 
reserve corps has only 600 men left of 
its original strength of 3,000. 

The report also describes the terrible 
weather conditions under which the 
armies are carrying on the fight. The 
British trenches are flooded im many 
places, and the men are forced to stand 
or sit in Nquid mud and half frozen slush 
which cold rains and snow, drivem by high 
winds, beat down on them. 


Report Covers Four Days. 

The text of the communication is as 
follows: 

“Nov. 20-—Once more there is no 
change to record in the military situation 
on our front, with the exception of an 
attack in force again upon our left on 
Nov. 17. The four days from the 16th 
to the 19th have been unusually unevent- 
ful. : 
“The great change that has occurred 
has been in the weather. Winter now 
has set in in earnest. After a miserable 
afternoon of snow and slush, succeeded 
by a night of frost, this morning is keen, 
calm, and bright, and promises well for 
the aviators who have recently been so 
hampered in their work. 3 

“ Regarding the exact situation at 
Ypres, since certain misstatements, to the 
effect that the Germans had penetrated 
the town and had been driven out again, 
have apparently deen circulated, His well 
to state that Ypres is in the hands of the

Wretched Conditions in Trenches.

From hav- 
ing to sit or star in a mixture of straw 
and liquid mud, the men had to be content 
with half frozen slush. ‘ It is am ill wind, 
however,’ and one good point about the 
wet weather is that it made the ground 
ao soft that the enemy’s howitzer shells 
sink some depth before they detonate 
and expend a great part of their energy 
im an upward direction, throwing the 
mud about. 

“‘ Nevertheless, the wet and cold have 
aided greatly to the hardships of the 
troops in the trenches and the problem 
how to enable them to keep their feet 
reasonably dry and warm now is engag- 
ing serious attention. 


Given Chances to Bathe. 

“‘ At one place, owing to the kindness of 
the proprietor, certain works recently 
were placed at our disposal as a whole- 
sale bathhouse, lavatory, and repair 
shop. In the works are a number of vats 
large enough to contain several men at 
one time. They serve most excellently 
for the provision of hot baths for the men 
on relief from the trenches. 

“While the men are enjoying their 
bath their clothes are taken away, their 
underclothing washed or burned. and 
replaced by a new set. At the same time 
their uniforms are fumigated, cleaned 
and repaired and buttons sewed on. The 
- repairs are done by women who are em- 
ployed for the purpose. By this installa- 
tion some 1,500 men are catered to.”’

LACK OF MEDICAL SUPPLIES 
CAUSES WOUNDED TO DIE. 


Hospitals Run Short of Necessities 
—Shock of Operations Kills Sol- 
diers on All Sides. 


New York, Nov. 22.—A distressing lack 
of medical supplies for the wounded of 
the European battle fields is shown in 
appeals received by various relief organ- 
izations here and in the tremendous or- 
ders received from the warring nations 
by Arfrerican manufacturers of such ma- 
terials. 

Reports received at Red Cross head- 
quarters from nurses attached to some of 
the hospital units sent to Europe by that 
organization show that the supplies of 
absorbent cotton, bandages, gauze, an- 
gsthetics, iodine, and alcohol, and sim- 
ilar necessities are utterly inadequate. 

Servian hospitals ran short of anzs- 
thetics three weeks ago, and surgical 
operations there have since been pér- 
formed while Wounded were still con- 
scious, according to Red Crogs reports. 
Many deaths from shock of operations 
are reported. 

“ This country does not know the awful! 
need of medical supplies in £Europe,’’ 
Cranton Brenton, New York war relief 
director of the Red Cross, said today. 
“Imagination cannot exceed the horrors 
resulting from the lack of them. We are 
doing all we can, but there !s a great 
and pressing need of money to purchase 
these supplies.”

CAPTURE BY BRITISH. 


LONDON, Nov. 22.-The Amsterdam 
correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany sends the following: 

“An official Constantinpole telegram, 
received by way of Berlin, says that the 
Turkish cruiser Hamidieh yesterday 
bombarded and destroyed the Russian pe- 
troleum depots and wireless station a* 
Taupse, near Novorossysk (on the Black 
gea,).”” 


British Take Disguised Germans. 

The Athens correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph company sends the fol- 
lowing: 

“A British destroyer has captured a 
Turkish sailing vessel on which were 
two German officers in disguise. They 
were proceeding to Smyrna. 

“An Anglo-French squadron fired on 
some Turkish torpedo boats in the Dar- 
danelles, but the latter disappeared.’ 

A casualty list giving the names of the 
men lost on board the British: cruiser 
Good Hope, which was sunk Nov. 1 in the 
battle off Chile with German cruisers, 
shows that the crew, exclusive of officers, 
aggregated 887 men. 


Goeben Known to Be Damaged. 

PETROGRAD, Nov. 22.—Messages 
from Odessa and Constantinople give the 
official information that the battle cruiser 
Goeben, recently caught in the Black 
sea by the czar's fleet, was seriously 
damaged astern and less seriously dam- 
aged amidships. Seven of its officers and 
five men were killed. 

It was officially announced today that 
the Russian littoral of the Black sea has 
been. mined, in many places for a distance 
of sixty miles out from the coast. Ships 
are absolutely forbidden to sail at night 
in or out of Russian ports on the Black 
sea, through the mouths of the Rivers 
Dnieper and Bug, and in the Gulf of 
Kertch. 


ZEPPELIN WORKS EMPLOYES 
FOIL AIR RAID BY BRITISH. 


Bring One Aeroplane to Ground 
After Three of Them Drop Six 
Bombs Which Did Little Damage. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, Nov. 
22.—Elaborate precautions which the 
Germans. have taken for an emergency 
were responsible for the failure of the 
raid of three British aviators who yes- 
terday swooped down upon this city with 
the object of destroying with bombs the 
Zeppelin balloon works. 

Anti-aeroplane cannon. and machine 
guns adapted to high angle fire defeated 
the accomplishment of the daring exploit 
and succeeded in bringing down one of 
the hostile machines and putting the 
others to flight. 

When the airmen appeared the anti- 
balloon cannon and the machine guns 
opened fire. The Englishmen dropped 
six bombs, two of which fell near the 
building. Two other bombs damaged

“At the beginning of the war,’ the 
semi-official announcement says, “‘ most 
of the Russian people, conscious of the 
necessity of defending the dignity and 
integrity of the fatherland, were unan- 
imous in assisting the authorities in the 
accomplishment of the tasks incurred by 
the operations of war. 


Social Democrats Active. 

“An altogether different attitude was 
observed by some members of the Sociul 
Democratic associations, who continued 
an activity aiming at the downfall of Rus- 
sia’s military power by means of an anti- 
war agitation, the distributing of secret 
proclamations, and the conducting of 
propaganda by word of mouth. 

“The govermment in October last 
learned of a plan to convoke a secret con- 
ference of delegates of the Social Demo- 
cratic organization to discuss measures 
aiming at the ruin of the Russian state 
and the speedy realization of novotution- 


ary plans. 


Police Nab Party of Eleven. 

‘On Nov. 17 the police discovered that a 
meeting of the said conference was to 
be held in a house in Viborg road, eight 
miles from Petrograd. A detachment 
of police arrived on the scene and found 
there eleven persons, including the fol- 
lowing members of the duma: MM. 
Petrovsky, Badaystff, Mouranoff, Sami- 
loff, and Chagoff. 

“There being no doubt regarding the 
anti-government object of the conference, 
the members of the meeting were arrest- 
ed after a search, with the exception of 
the members of the duma, who were 
released. 


Conspirators Are Indicted. 

‘“ An examining magistrate was intrust- 
ed with the inquiry and immediately 
opened an investigation. 

‘Having examined the docutnents 
seized in the raid ‘the magistrate drafted 
an indictment against all the members of 
the conference, under article 102 of the 
penal code, and issued warrants for their 


arrest.”

No further word came from Ambassa- 
dor Morgenthau today concerning the 
Smyrna incident. 


4,500 AUSTRIANS KILLED 
BY SERVIANS, THEIR CLAIM. 


Retirement Before Franz Josef’s 
Men Brings Severe Fighting— 
“Strategy,’’ They Say. 


NISH, Servia, Nov. 22.—An official 
statement issued today concerning the 
Servian retirement before the Austrians 
declares the movement is being made 
“for strategic reasons.” 

The retirement, the statement addg, is 
being carried cut in an orderly manner 
in rear guard actions. The Austrians at 
Shabats, it declares, lost 1,000 men killed, 
near Smederevo 2,500 killed, and about 
the same number of prisoners, and at 
Soublin 1,000 killed or wounded. The 
statement concludes: 

‘‘Our spoils up to the present amount 
to seventy guns, forty mitrailleuses, and 
10,000 prisoners. 

“The bombardment of Belgrade con- 
tinues as before.”

“We shall let them work—if for only 
a few hours a day—until we can get 
permanent positions for them,” said Mrs. 
Edward J. Wiggin, head of the depart- 
ment of philosophy and science. “ We 
shall make work. There will be all kinds 
of work for women.”’ 
One plan is to have as many pereons 
as possible engage a “‘ secretary” for a 
half day each week at $1.50 per half day. 
These emergency ‘ secretaries” would 
go to the homes, studios, or offices of po- 
ciety women to write lettere and cast 
up houshold or other accounts. In this 
wey the capable senographers, of whom 
there are said to be more than 15,000 out 
of employment, will be able to keep soul 
and body together until they find posi- 
tions. 


Work for Girls Who Can Sew. 
“The women who can sew will be used 
in the Red Cross workroom,” said Mrs. 
Herrison P. Young. ‘ From ninety to 
a hundred women can work in the room. 
The sewing machines were moved from 
the Fine Arts building Saturday and 
everything is ready. One part of the 
workroom in the Stevens building will be 
used by the Red Cross and another part 


giris will work in the room with the club- 
women who are sewing for the Red Cross.

PORK AND EFFICIENCY. 

Most timely are ex-President Taft’s remarks on 
administrative economy, a budget system, and the 
attitude of congress toward attempts to end, or at. 
least reduce, waste in government business. 

Why is it that congress defeats intéllizent at- 
tempts at cutting out departmental wastes? Are 
congressmen without conscience? Are they less pa- 
triotic than executive officials? . 

Congressmen as individuals are not without con- 
@cience, nor are they less patriotic on the whole 
than executive officials. But they are subject to 
different conditions, and the mest important of 
these with respect to economy is what has been 
called “ local cupidity.” 

In other words, the competition of congressmen 
in procuring public money to be spent in:their re- 
spective districts results in a total appropriation 
which is not the result of judgment but of rivalry. 
One community is disposed to expect as much .:s 
another, regardless of their respective needs, and 
their representatives are spurred by fear of this un- 
just and shortsighted comparison. 

But while the general rivalry. by itself would be 
sufficiently wasteful in its results, the case is made 
very much worse by the fact that it is stimulated 
by selfish private interests. Take the case of the 
great harbor and river pork barrel. <A factory on a 
rivér wishes a stream deepened for its own con- 
venience. No other need exists for this deepening. 
The factory owners bring pressure to bear upon the 
representative of the district. They arouse com- 
munity rivalry. Or a local dredge company wants 
work. There is no need and no demand for stream 
improvement. But the dredge company gets the 
local banker and the local business men to join in 
pressure on the representative. There is no reason 
why the money of the nation showld be spent upon 
these purely private and local benefits an}. more 
than that the nation should put up a merchant's 
building or buy the local doctor a vehicle in which 
to make his calls. 

But the pressure hes beeh created by “ local cu- 
pidity”’ upon this representative, and when he 


reaches congress he finds that many if not most of. 


his colleagues are under similar pressures. Con- 
 gréssman A sees that Congressman B is asking for 
an expenditure which is not justified, but so is he 
himself, and for the sake of relieving the pressure 
of “local cupidity ’” upon himself he votes to re- 
lieve the similar pressure on his colleague. The re- 
sult of this process of exchange, called “log roll- 
ing,” ig a tremendous aggregate ef unjustifiable 
publfe appropriation and a shocking want of pro- 
portion, plan, and practical effectiveness in national 
expenditures on so-called public improvements. 

But the pork appropriation evil is less simple and 
more sinister than it appears in the above descrip- 
tion. There are organized influences for inflated 
expenditures which transcend district and_ state 
lines. The nature and extent of these never have 
been fully investigated and exposed. That is why 
Representative Frear’s resolution at the close of the 
splendid fight he and Senators Burton and Kenyon 
made against the $60,000,000 harbor and river bill 
should have been passed in the interest of perma- 
nent appropriation reform. It was :a@ resolution for 
an investigation of the interests and influences back 
of inflated river and harbor appropriations, and it 
was supported by a partial exposure by Representa- 
tive Frear, Senators Burton, Kenyon, and ,others 
which amply justified further action. What. was 
reyealed disclosed a condition of systematic pres- 
sure somewhat resembling that brought to light by 
Col. Mulhall. It was shown that members of con- 
grese were subjected to a stimulated and organized 
pressure which had its central source in a national 
machine. 2 

In other words, log rolling, or exchange of favors, 
was organized not only within congress but with- 
out. Conscientious members of congress therefore 


had not only to withstand the natural pressure of | 


influences at home but also to face the threat of 


a power transcending influences in their own district |. 


and with greater resources. 

The great national agent for river and harbor ap- 
propriation is the national rivers and harbors con- 
gress, the president of which is Representative Jo- 
seph E. Ransdell of Louisiana. The constitution 
of this organization ircludes the following. remark- 
able declaration of purpose: 

Article II. Objects: The objects of this 
congress shail be collection, preparation, and 
presentation to the congress of the United 
States of such statistics and other information 
bearing upon the question of improvement of 
rivers and harbors of all the nation as will se- 
cure for such purpose an annual appropriation 
by the said congress of not less than $50,000,000. 
Tue Trrisune believes that the rank and file of 

the membership of the rivers and harbors congress 
are in absolute ignoranee of the presence in its con- 
stitution of this self-stultifying declaration, and, 
more than this, Tus Trisune believes that the 
rank and file are not in sympathy with the purpose 
expressed or with the activities of the officers and 
directors of the congress infighting for pork at 
all costs. The defense of the late pork barrel riv- 
ers and harbors bill, we are unwilling to believe, 
had the indorsement of the membership of the con- 
gress, and Tire TrisuNe suggests that at the com- 
ing eonvention of the organization in Washington 
the article above quoted be challenged from the 
ffoor and the methods of its ofticers and agents be 
subjected to a drastic inquiry and a much needed 
correction. | 
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“AND CENSORSHIP. 

 Btitain is disturbed by spy scares and 
“accounts for the stupid severity of the news 
sina The British feel that they are more 
exposed to espionage than the other nations. The 
aliens in England are numerous. The population 
never has been held in hand as it has been in coun- 
tries of more highly organized government. The 
movements of individuals, even now, are fot checked 
up with the thoroughness that governs in Berlin, 
for instance, and the communication of intelligence, 

although festricted, is not guarded at all points. 


Therefore the British fee] that spies have greater 


opportunity to do effective work in England than 
they have elsewhere, and, knowing the efficiency 
of the German espionage system and the devotion 
of the servants whom it commands, they regard 
their apprehensions justified. 

Criticism which hits the official press bureau for 
suppressing news also runs against the government 
fer not taking greater precautions in guarding 
against the transmission of important intelligence 
which would benefit the enemy. Thus complaints 
combat each other. . 

Censorship, although a superannuated habit of 
British authority in peace times, is contrary to Brit- 
ish principles of intellectual freedom, and that may 
be the reason when it is undertaken it always is 
stupidly done. Not being recognized by intelligence 


it is done without neemarnee.

HANDLE ‘WITH CARE. 

The “to teach or not to teach * in the sex hygiene 
question has been put up to patents and pupils in 
one district in the state of Michigan. ‘Do you 
believe that sex hygiene should be taught in the 
school?” the bureau of research of tha Upper 
Peninsula Educational. association inquired. Nine- 
ty-two parents, representative citizens, replied in 
the affirmative, while 175, equally representative 
men, opposed such instruction. In discussing these 
answers the bureau of research accounts for the 
unfriendly attitude toward sex instruction by the 
fact that parents are aware that we have at present 
few teachers who are qualified to present the sub- 
ject to children. Rather than see it taught poorly 
they prefer not to have it taught at all. 

The Journal of the American Medical Association 
commenting on the answers of these Michigan par- 
ents urges that the matter of sex instruction be han- 
dled with utmost care. 
sented to pupils, the’ Journal says, 
formulated, graded courses of instruction.

The subject is a 
new one and every effort should be made to present 
it to the public in a manner that will insure benefit 
without hurt. 


AMERICAN PASSPORTS. 

We have no passport system in America—a thing 
to be thankful for. A citizen here is free to come 
and go as he pleases. No petty official can stop 
him and ask him his whereabouts or that he identify 
himself so long as such a citizen does not interfere 
with some one else’s liberty, does not menace some 
one else’s safety. 

It is natural that a people that has such high 

regard for the individual citizen, that believes every 
man innocent until he proves himself otherwise, 
should occasionally be taken advantage of by per- 
sons of evil designs. We have been taken advan- 
tage of in the present war. Passports were secured 
by men who were not citizens of this country and 
used for purposes of espionage in the war countries. 
One of the greatest heritages of mankind—Ameri- 
can citizenship—has been desecrated and imposed 
upon. : 
President Wilson has signed an order which will 
insure henceforth that the bearer of an American 
passport is an American ¢itizen and not an impos- 
tor. The new rules will make the obtaining of 
such a document somewhat more difficult than it 
was in the past, and may slightly inconvenience 
American citizens going abroad. This, however, 
will be amply atoned for by the greater prestige 
which the American document, guarded from im- 
positions and misuse, will carry in the future.

LINGUISTS IN WAR TIME, 
{From the Minneapolis Journal. ] 

One of the interesting sidelights on the Euro- 
pean situation is the advantage which the Ger- 
mans enjoy because of their ability to speak for- 
eign languages with more proficiency than the 
allies. In a dispatch to the London Standard an 
English airman is quoted as saying that one of 
the greatest needs of the allies is interpreters for 
both the French and British troops. He tells of 
his own shortcomings in this respect: 


I regard the inexhaustible supply of men who know local 
languages as one of the chief factors of German efficiency in 
the war. The allies need absolutely all the interpreters the 
can get, and are suffering for lack of them, Very few Brit- 
ish officers and hardly any soldiers speak even serviceable 
French. Over and over again I have myself been deliberately 
misled by apparent peasants who, I felt sure, were German 


spies. 6 

The average German is a far better linguist 
than the average Frenchman or Englishman. In 
a@ measure this is due to the thoroughness of Ger- 
man educational methods, but it also is due to the 
fact that Germans who settle in foreign countries 
aesociate with the native inhabitants and assimi- 
late their methods of thought and ways of doing 
business, whereas the Englishman holds himself 
aloof, and the Frenchman prefers the company of 
those who can speak French and thus relieve him 
of the necessity of learning another tongue. 

It has often been pointed out that, no matter 
to what part of the British empire an English 
official may be sent, he will find a little England 
awaiting him, with cricket or polo grounds handy, 
and most of the social customs and distinctions 
just the same as at home. Yet it is generally ad- 
mitted that the Englishman has made an admira- 
ble colonizer, usually much superior to the Ger- 
man.” Why is this? & »

Probably the bottle 
and pamphlets are inclosed In a paste- 
board box, on which there is some reading 
matter. 

Read carefully all this printed matter. 
If the pamphlets, wrappers, or cartons 
contain any claims that do not appear on 
the label on the bottle, or on the box, in 
case of pills, you can be certain that the 
claims are untrue, and, furthermore, that 
sa proprietor knows that they are not 

rue,

In 1912 congress passed an act which 
is commonly known as the Sherley law. 
This law makes St an offense to make any 
false claims on the label of a medicine. 
When the label claims that the medicine 
will cure this, that, or the other disease 
you can be certain that the manufacturer 
believes what the label says. If the label 
makes no such claim, you can be certain 
that the manufacturer has no faith in the 
medicine, He makes it to sell, not to cure. 

If, accompanying the medicine, there 
ig a wrapper or pamphlet in which the 
statement is made that the medicine will 
cure this, that, or the other disease, you 
can be certain that the claims are false. 
You can also be certain that the manu- 
facturer knew them to be false. He asks 
you to have faith in something in which 
he has no faith. If he had faith fn it he 
would make the statements as to what 
the medicine would cure squarely on the 
label or package.

If anybody tells you that there Is no 
room on the label for statements of what 
diseases the medicine will cure, ask him 
if’ he recollects how the labels read be- 
fore there was a Shericy law. The label 
then made definite statements as to the 
diseases curable by the medicine. 

Go to any drug store and ask to seéa 
bottle of some sticker that has been in 
stock for two years or more, The label 
will contain a regular catalogue of dis- 
eases.

The Sherley law, then, is an act com- 
pelling manufacturers to tell the truth 
on the labels and punishing them for 
lying and cheating on the labels. It is 
nothing else, 

Some’manufacturers are exercising the 
right to lie in the wrapper, in pamphlets, 
booklets, and in newspaper 
advertising space. Whether they have 
that right has not been tested in the 
courts. wa 

Meanwhile, remember the rule: Have 
no faith in any statement appearing ir 
the wrapper but not appearing on the 
label,

1. Make a careful search of your house and 
you will find somewhere a bucket or pan of 
water in which mosquitoes are breeding.

Such accumulations of water must be 
emptied or else treated with « mixture of 
kerosene and crude oil, half and half. The 
oil treatment must be repeated at two week 
intervals, 

The mosquitoes in your premises-are too ac- 
tive for hibernators. To kill the hibernators, 
the best plan is to freeze them out. In any 
room where the temperature remains at or 
below freezing for a few days, the hibernators 
will be killed. 

Where the freezing method cannot be ‘ap- 
plied, use sulphur fumigation. Close the room 
very tightly; stop all cracks; burn two pounds 
of sulphur for each 1,000 cubic feet of air space. 


Allow the fumes to act. 
2 Drink two glasses before breakfast; add 


the other two to your after breakfast ration.

SHOULD SEE PHYSICIAN.

1. The most serious cause of night sweats Is 
tuberculosis. ‘They may result from some 
nervous condition. They may result from any

tation of the capillaries tn the skin. People 
who are recovering from an attack of typhoid 
fever and malarial fever frequently suffer 
from night sweats. Women passing through 
the menopause are sometimes sufferers. 

2. Prostatic trouble and irritation about the 
neck of the bladder may cause it. It may 
result from intense nervousness. It may be 
that the sufferer drinks a great deal of water. 
This is frequently the cause when people have 
to empty the bladder several times during the 
night. The most serious and important cause, 
however, is diabetes.

F Don Giulio Torlonia, Duke of Ceri, 
who has just been gathered to his 
fathers at Rome, figured in the Al- 
manach d¢ Gotha, it was solely and 
entirely because he was by birth a 
prince of the illustrious house of Bor- 


ghese, a younger brother of the chieftain 
of all the Borgheses. 


As every on« knows, the Borgheses have 
been overtaken by financial misfortunes, 
which have resulted in the alienation of 
the lovely Villa Borghese &nd park at 
Rome, in the dispersal of the famous Bor- 
ghese collection of pictures, and in the 
occupation of their grand old palace in 
the Eternal City by strangers. 

It was largely owing to these misfor- 
tunes that Don GiuHo Borghese con- 
tracted a marriage with the only daugh- 
ter and heiress of the colossally rich 
Alessandro Torlonia, who, however, ex- 
acted that his son-in-law should exchange 
the historic name ef Borghese for the 
altogether modern one of Torlonia, and 
that on his (Don Alessandro's) death his 
son-in-law should continue in his person 
the Torlonia dukedom of Ceri.

The new Duke of Ceri ts the head’of the 
princely line. The senior branch is known 
as the ducal line, and among the broth- 
ers of its chief, Don Leopold Torlonia, 
Duke of Poli, and of Guadagiono, former 
mayor of Rome, is Don Marino, married 
to Elsie, daughter of Charles A. Moore 
of New York. 

It may be remembered that at the time 
of Don Marino's wedding in Connecticut 
he became involved in a rather silly con- 
troversy with the editors of the Alma- 
nach de Gotha. 

The newspapers here had represented 
him as a duke. When they failed to find 
his name in the Almanach de Gotha it 
occured to them that he must be one of 
those bogus noblemen who make their 
happy hunting grounds here in America, 
and they proceeded to denounce him as 
such. 

Don Marino, by explaining why the 
ducal line of the Torlonias does not fig- 
ure in the Almanach de Gotha, foolishly 
asserted that it was because he and his 
brothers had declined to pay the large 
sum which he claimed had been demand- 
ed of them by the editors of the publica- 
tion as the price of the insértion of thelr 
names in its pages. 


This called orth 23 an indignant denial 
on the part of the editors, who were able 
to show that they never had demanded 
money for the insertion of names, and 
that, while they might occasionally make 
@ mistake, which they invariably cor- 
rected when convinced of their error, 
they had never in all the 150 years that 
the almanach had been in existence per- 
mitted themselves to be influenced, either 
by money or by menace, to Insert or omit 
names. 

It would have been far simpler for Don 
Marino to point out that considerations 
of space do not permit of the inclusion of 
all the ducal and princely houses of 
Europe in the saya of the almanach, 


If the Torlonias had never done any- 
thing else useful their draining of Lake 
Fucino would have been enough to se-. 
cure for them an honored and lastine 
place in the annals of Italian history. 

For 3,000 yeare this big inland sheet of 
water, the Lacus Fucinus of the ancient 
Romans, some forty miles tn circumfer- 
ence, was the curse of the entire region 
by constantly overflowing its borders. 
earrying death and destruction into the 
surrounding country, which it converted 
into a pestiferous and malarial swamp. 

The land formerly occupied by the lake 
is now devoted by the Torlonias to the 
cultivation of tobacco furnished to the 
‘State, which makes a monopoly thereof.

OBITUARY. 


PROF. SAMUBL STERLING SHER- 
MAN, 99 years old and the oldest gradu- 
ate of an American university. died yes- 
terday at 1433 North State street. Ile 
was born at West Rupert, Vt, on Nov. 
24, 1814.- Durin his ninety-seventh 
year Prof. Sher wrote “ Early Mem- 
ories,”” a story of his life in East Ru- 
pert during the early part of the last 
century. He graduated from Middlebury 
college in 1838. Immediately after his 
graduation he went to Tuscaloosa, Ala., 
to accept a chair in the University of 
Alabama. In 1841 he was placed in 
charge of Howard college, a boys’ school 
established by the Baptist denomination. 
In 1855 Prof. Sherman was transferred to 
the presidency of Judson College for 
Girls, In 1859 he jained Prof. Jewett, 
first president of Vasses college, and cs- 
tablished the firm of Sherman @Jewet: 
in Milwaukee. In 1866 he was offered 
and declined the presidency of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. When nearly nine- 
ty years old he purchased a high power 
microscope and undertook the study of 
microscopic forms of life. In his ninety- 
fifth year he wrote “‘ My Autobiogra- 
phy." During his ninety-ninth year he 
wrote a continued autobiography from 
his ninety-fifth year. In this autobiogra- 
phy he related his method of living and 
espétcially his diet. He is survived by 
three children. 

MRS. CATHERINE ZYWICKA, a pio- 
neer Polish settler in Chicago, died at her 
residence, 1426 Luce street. last night. 
She was 78 years old and is survived by 
sixty-two children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. Mrs. Zywicka came 
to Chicago fifty-one years ago and or- 
ganized the Polish settlement on the 
northwest side.

These Facts Uncovered. 
An inqgu.ry into the personnel of the 
(ook county delegations has resulted in 
ahew set of revelations. In the case of 
the board of agriculture: 

Of the ten members from the first 
ten Dlincis districts, three do not live 
in the district they represent, in open 
violation of the state law, and only 
two of them are farmers. 

The farmers of the county, in whose 
interest the board was created, have 
never had a voice in its selection. One 
man agricultural societies, so-called, 
have dictated the selection of the dele- 
gates of the county. 

None of the Cook county members 
issure of the way they obtained their 


places. 
In the case cf the Illinols Farmers’ in- 
stitute: 

Of the nine members from Cook 
county, only two live in the district 
they were chosen to represent, and 
only two arc farmers. 

A group of five men dominate the 
agricultural activities of the county 
in gO far us the state and county 
farmers’ institutes are. concerned. 
The farmers themselves have no voice, 
and many of them know nothing of the 
educational features of the institute. 


Farmers’ Interest Neglected. 

In the case of both agencies, it is ap- 

parent that no attempt has been mads 
to protect the genuine interests of thc 
farmers, but that the few men in contro! 
have sought to serve only their own inter- 
ests. 
The state board of agriculture consists | 
of twenty-seven men, twenty-five of 
whom represent the congressional dis- 
triets of the state. The election of these 
representatives, or vice presidents as 
they are styled, is supposed to take place 
biennially during the week of the state 
feir at Springfield. Three delegates from 
tach county in the state compose the 
larger body which votes on the vice 
presidents, according to the law. 

The county delegates are selected by 
Sgricultural societies. If there is but one 
Welety in the county, it selects the three 
delegates. If there are three, each selects 
™e. The practice of the body of dele: 
fates has been to leave the selection of 
district vice presidents entirely to the 
three delegates, instead of voting on 

Thus In the case of Cook county, 
tt men have been chosen on the state 

by three delegates, one from each 
WRgTessional district in the county.

Dr. Bobertson Tells of Method. 

Dr. Robertson admitted that three dele- 
gates from as many societies dictated the 
setection of the ten vice presidents, but 
added that the method was strictly in 
accordance with the law. He informed 
himself of some of the details by tele- 
phoning to Herman B. Meyers, whom he 
gaid was president of the Garden City Ag- 
ricultural society, of which he was a 
member. 

Mr. Meyers made the following state- 
ment: 

“There used to be two societies and 
Jake Rehm ran them both. As I under- 
stand it, Rehm simply put up a@ four flush 
and put them over. I organized the Gar- 
gen City society in 1910.”’ 

Vice President Jacob F. Rehm, whom 
his colleagues declared to be the dominet- 
ing factor in two societies, admitted that 
Mr. Meyers had organized a third so- 
ciety after he had had a disagreement 
with the vice presidents, 


Forms New Society. 

For several years Meyers had the right 
of printing the annual progrems at tre 
state fair in Springfield, and had netted 
some $3.000 a year from the advertising. 
When his Concession was threatened he 
started @ third agricultural society and 
thereafter obtained the right of naming 
indirectly three vice presidents. They are 
Dr. Robertson, Heide, and Miller. 

“In order to give his third agricultural 
society the appearance of being a gen- 
uine organization for the improvement of 
agricultural conditions. in Cook county 
Mr. Meyers admitted he held a “ county 
fair” at George Hoffman's road house 
in Lyons In the fall of 1910. He did not

The second of the mysterious agricul- 
tural societies was incorporated as the 
Northern Agricultural union of Cook 
county. Its incorporators numbered 
seyen, one of them being Mr. Young. 
The records showed that Jacob Rehm be- 
came president in 1903, three years after 
the union's incorporation, on May 22, 
1900. The Garden City Agricultural s0- 
ciety, founded by Mr. Meyers, was found 
to be incorporated legally. 

A search in the office of the board of ag- 
riculture in Springfield showed no ‘ec- 
ord of any delegates representing agri- 
cultural pocieties in Cook county. How 
the three delegates who since the passage 
of the earliest act creating a department 
of agriculture had obtained the right ‘to 
designate ten members of the state board 
is a mystery. 


One Man Dominated Selections. 


The minutes of board mevtings showed 
that J. Irving Pearce, former proprietor 
of the Sherman house, exercised a large 
measure of contro! over the board from 
1888 to 1001, Mr. Pearce has since died, 
and the active control of the larger part 
of selecting the Cook county board mem- 
bers has been taken over by Jacob Rehm. 

When the inner methods of the board of 
agriculture were related to attachés of 
the attorney general's office they frank- 
ly admitted that there is serious question 
if the selection of vice presidents had ever 
been accomplished legally since the stat- 
ute of 1884 was paseed. 

The Illinois Farmers’ institute is not as 
old an organization as the board of agri- 
culture, being created in 1895.

SHORTAGE IS CHARGE. 


Henry Duginer, 3648 Lexington street, 
formerly secretary of the Golden Build- 
ing, Loan and Homestead association, 
2247 Wentworth avenue, was arrested 
last night in his home on a charge of em- 
bezzlement. John Oehmen, president of 
the association, declared that the amount 
Duginer is charged with embezzling is 
estimated at between $30,000 and $50,000. 

The warrant was issued Thursday by 
Judge Gemmil] at the request of Bern- 
hard Loesche, 5719 Loomis street, treas- 
urer of the association, who charged 
Duginer with the embezzlement of $5,000 
from the funds of the association, Ef- 
forts to learn in what manner the alleged 
misappropriation was carried on were un- 
successful.

$22,000 Found Missing. 

“The audit hag not been completed, 
but we have found a shortage of at least 
$22,000," said Mr, Rousek. “ Duginer was 
secretary of the association for fifteer 
years and@ left last September. Three 
weeks ago the state auditor discovered 
discrepancies in the records and ap- 
pointed a custodian. We were then hired 
to make an audit and found that at 
least $22,000 has been taken and the 
books manipulated in various weys. 
Duginer had charge of all the books.” 

John Kowalski is custodian of the as- 
sociation. 

“I will prove my innocence In court,” 
said Duginer in his cell. ‘‘I was secre- 
tary of the association for fifteen years 
and resigned voluntarily last June. I 
embezzled no money and can prove it.”

“I had thought about automobile 
thieves or bandite when I G@ret 
ined the wrench,” said Chief Mi 
“but dismissed the idea temporarily 
account of the size of the tool, which 
looked too big for an auto kit. 

“But Strong's statement about find- 
ing the purse in the entrance of the alley 
—that is, on the sid part of the alley 
~—between the building line and the line 
of the curb, adds weight to the automo- 
bile theory. A man committing such a 
deed and running away with the purse 
would not drop it where Strong says he 
picked {ft up. 

*“*It would be more likely for him’ to 
throw it up into the alley as he ran or 
waiked past. On the other hand, if the 
murderer wae in an automobile with the 
purse and after searching it found what 
he wanted, he might try to discard the 
purse by throwing it from the automobile.

The Giblets. 


HE greatest cooks have prided them- 
selves on giblet sauces, giblet soups, 
giblet pies, giblet entrées, and gar- 
nishes. In countries where fowl is 
roasted on the spit the gizzardsand 
‘livers are sometimes spitted separately 
‘or pinned to the fowl when put to roast 
and served as a sort of garnish or criap 
tidbit of themselves. 
In boiling nearly al? fowl! or feathered 
'' game the giblets are often carefully pre- 
pared and put into the body, the whole 
covered with cold water, with the addition 
of all sorts of seasonings, such as carrots, 
an onion with a clove or two stuck in it, 
parsley, thyme, bay leaf. butter, etc. This 
last, if the bird ig not fat, or a little any- 
way for flavor. The many but simple fla- 
vores, blending as they do, have a great in- 
fluence in making giblet meat palatable. 


-~o 
But most frequently turkey giblets are 
cooked separately—and always are best if 
the carrot, the onion, etc., are added—to 
make a sauce for the roast turkey,.a sauce 
which by no means everybody likes. 
When cooked they are chopped fine and 
added tto the liquid in which they were 
cooked, somewhat thickened, sometimes 
with egg yolks, and always improved by 
the addition of a littlereal cream, two ta- 
blespoons perhaps to a cup of sauce. 
The Thickening.—It is best to thicken 
the liquid in which the giblets are cooked 


j 


” ane a the chopped meat. A good 
thickening is two or three tablespoons of 
fat from the baking or boiling of a turkey, 
with once and a half times the amount of 
carefully browned flour, the two stirred 
together until perfectly blended, then the 


‘ligudd added to them slowly, a cupofit to 


‘each two tablespoons of thickening. Stir 
untit smooth and: let bow tive! minutes, 
stirring all the time, then add the chopped 
giblets. 

The French call the giblets “abatis ” 
and include in the term the feet (either 
skinned or singed and the skin rubbed off), 
the neck, tthe liver, and gizzard. In the 
case of the turkey (dindon) these are all 
cleaned and scalded before they are 
cooked. Great care must be taken to re- 
move the gall bladder of the liver without 
breaking it. If it is broken it is best to 
throw the liver away.

In some cases all these pieces are first 
fried in butter with all sorts of season- 
ings, including a clove of garlic, some 
mushrooms, and the flavoring vegetables, 
then they are cooked in stock and served 
whole ‘‘a la bourgeoise.” 

Giblet soup or soup made of the rem- 
nants of turkey, sometimes called ‘‘sec- 
ond stock,”’ is more or less popular. The 
remnants include the tips of the wings, or 
what great cooks call pinions, and the 
skinned feet, with the neck, gizzard, liver, 
and heart. Escoffier gives a recipe for

The players who are placed om these 
teams have not been chosen because of 
their work in one game. Consistency of | 
play, the value of the man to his team, | 
and his general knowledge of the game 
are the three football essentiale which 
have been taken into consideration in the 
selection. 


All Phases Considered. 

Certain players have been placed on. 
these honorary elevens because of their 
offensive and defensive effectiveness, | 
while members of a weak eleven. Others 
have been honored because they have 
played hard, even football in every con- 
test, and although some of them have 
‘been marked men, they have played true | 
to form in every battle. 

In selecting these teams, especially the | 
first eleven, every phase of the game must 
be taken into consideration. An all-star 
eleven must be strong offensively and, 
defensively. It must have players who 
are efficient in every line of attacking 
play, and it also must have men.who 
have the football knowledge to size upan 
opponent's attack quickly and direct the 
rest of the eleven to the point of contact. 


Must Know Both Games. 

Such an eleven also must be efficient 
in old and new styie football. It must 
have mcn who can throw forward passes 
and it also must have players who can. 
worm their way into the open to receive 
such throws. In addition to these essen- 
tials the team must have a line plunger 
and it should have men who can drive off 
the tackles or run the ends. 

Taking all these requirements into con- 
sideration, the selections have been made 
from observations both as a spcctator 
and.as an official, who has more oppor- 
tunities to size up the offensive and de- 
fensive strength of the various players 
than any spectator in the stands.

The Metropolitan and Prudential! are 
the two largest industrial life insurance 
companies. In addition to their weekly 
premium business they write ea large 
amount of ordinary life insurance and 
are two of the most conspicuous compa- 
nies in the country. Both companies 
have a capita! of $2,000,000. This will be 
retired in each case by compensating the 
stockholders on an agreed basis, the 
amount being paid out of the surplus. 


Concerns Have Large Surplus. 

The Prudential bas a surplus, over and 
above capital, amounting to about §24.- 
000,000, and the Metropolitan bas a sur- 
plus, over and above capital, amounting 
to over $33,000,000. These figures are 
taken from the annual statement of Jan. 
1 last. It is likely that during the year 
there has been an increase tn surplus in 
€ach case. Both companies write insur- 
ance on the nonparticipating basis, but 
they have voluntarily paid dividends to 
their industrial policy holders who have 
been on the books foracertaintime. The 
Prudential has over $2,500,000,000 of in- 
surance in force. The Metropolitan has 
ever $2,800,000,000 insurance in force. 

Both companies have magnificent agen- 
cy plants which in many ways are the 
most wonderful selling organizations in 
the land. These sales forces will now be

‘heavily mortgaged and banks wil! not 


allow them to be moved until they have 
the currency in hand. 

Receipts of butter and eggs at Chicago 
last week showed a sharp decrease. The 
arrivals of butter were sufficient for the 
requirements of the trade at the prices 
at which fancy table product was held, 
however, and the firmness in the market 
for eggs was largely confined to the 
extra fancy, fresh laid product, which 
comprised a limited proportion of the
